Jous KEeLLy’s organ, the New York Star, 
says that ex-Congressman Flower now lacks 
but eighteen delegates to give him a majority 
in the New York State Democratie Conven- 
tion, which meets Wednesday, and he is cer- 
tain to obtain double that number of dele- 
gates from New York and Brooklyn. It is 
generally understood that John Kelly is fa- 
vorable to Flower and opposed to Cleveland, 
and his (Kelly’s) right-hand man, ex-Sena- 
tor Grady, is a bitter enemy of Cleveland, 
and will do all in his power to compass 
Cleveland's defeat. The general impression 
seems to be, as the Star puts it, that the solid 
vote of the New York delegation will be cast 
for Flower. 


CHAIRMAN MannineG, who is conducting 
Grover Cleveland’s canvass in New York 
State, asserts that Cleveland will undoubt- 
edly have a majority in the Saratoga Conven- 
tion which meets Wednesday. He says that 
many of those elected ostensibly in the in- 
terest of Flower will vote for Cleveland on 
account of the “‘changed situation.” He 
claims for his candidate a majority of the 
rural delegates, and counts it as a certainty 
that New York City and Brooklyn will send 


Cleveland delegations to the State Conven- 


tion. It is generally believed that Manning’s 
prediction will be verified, and that Flower 
will find out, but too late, that he tapped his 
barrel too soon, and distributed the contents 
too indiscriminately. 


_ Democratic leaders at Washington are 
alarmed at the political situation. They 
think that Cleveland will not havea majority 
of the delegates from his State, and if he has 
not they say it would be folly to nominate 
him. As for Flower, who is likely to have 
& majority of the Empire State delegation, 
they say he is simply a carpet-bagger. Bay- 
ard, though the choice of 4 majority of the 
Southern Democracy, is out of the question 
on account of his Dover (1861) speech. The 
Bourbons say it would not be policy to nom- 
inate McDonald, or any one of the Carlisle- 
Morrison school, and there are hints that

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CLEVELAND AND TAMMANY. 

A few days since Tur Taipune threw out 
a hint that Gov. Cleveland {is in bad standing 
with his party in New York. Outside of 
that State he is known to Democrats only as 
@ man who was suddenly elevated into prom- 


\inence by being elected Governor of his State 


by Republicans who did not go to him be- 
cause he was Grover Cleveland, ex-Mayor of 
Buffalo, nor because he ran as a Democrat, 
but because the Republicans of New York 
determined to resent machine interference in 
their State affairs; they would have voted 
for any respectable Democrat as willingly as 
they voted for Cleveland to accomplish the 
same end, as was shown by the result at the 
next election-—last fall—when thé Republic- 
an kickers all flocked back into their party 
and swept the State, electing the Secretary 
of State by 18,000 majority and the Legis- 
lature by strong majorities. 

But Cleveland, whether on account of a 
natural sympathy with Republican methods 
or in gratitude for the Republican yotes which 
elected him, has practically turned his back 
on the simon-pure Democratic politicians 


‘since he has been Governor, and hias incurred 


their bitter resentment, This feeling took a 
tangible shape in the Tammany Hall meet- 
tng of Saturday night, ‘‘We belong to the 
Democratic party or we do not,” were the 
ominous words used by John Kelly at the 
conclusion of an acrimonious speech. Ex- 
Senator Grady, after impugning Cleveland’s 
loyalty to his party, declared that | “‘ ft would 
be death not only to Tammany but to the 
Democratic party to place such aman in 
the White House.” The prevailing spirit of 
the meeting was to demand for the Tammany 
organization full and equal representation in 


the State Convention with a view to clipping 
‘Cleveland’s wings, and to threaten mischief 


in case of Cleveland’s nomination, 

The truth seems to be that Cleveland is 
much more of a favorit with the Edmunds 
* kickers” than with his own party. If he 
shall succeed in securing the New York 
delegation, which Flower is gisputing with 
him very determinedly, and the Democratic 
nomination for President through that in- 
fluence, Tammany will make a row again, 
and the Democrats have learned from. expe- 
rience that a Tammany revolt is always seri- 
ous and generally fatal to Democratic suc- 
cess. If Cleveland be nominated in obedi- 
ence to the demands of the Curtis and 
Schurz Edmunds Republicans, how much 
ean the Democrats count upon thé support of 
that esthetic coterie ? . Already the New York 
Committee of the ‘‘ Independent Republic- 
ans” has met and adjourned sine die, ‘They 
contented themselves with passing some cen- 
gure upon the Republican ticket, but then re- 
solved that there is nothing more to do, and 
they have left their constituents, if they had 
any, to take care of themselves. If the 

managers gxpect any contribu- 
tions; active work, or cordial support from 
such timid and indifferent bolters they will 
be very much mistaken.

They control 
the yotes which constitute the rea) balance of 
powerin New York polities. When Tam- 
many rolls up a full majority in New York 
City the State is very apt to go Democratic; 
when Tammany withholds its vote from the 
Democratic ticket the State is‘Almost sure to 
go Republican. The support of the Ed- 
munds bolters, half-hearted and unorgan- 
ized as they are, will fall far short of com-

The English, who have never tasted the 
sweets of universal suffrage, are so much in 
love with its bow of promise that, according 
to our cable dispatches, there was actually 
enough interest in the proposal to add female- 
suffrage to the Franchise bill now before Par- 
liament to crowd the lobbies and the galleries 
of the House of Commons when it was de- 
bated. The enlistment of millions pf rural 
laborers in the ranks of those who are to 
fight with ballots at the polls and hustings is 


a measure that we in this' country who have [| 


seen some of the embarrassments that come 
with universal suffrage would probably thmk 
a sufficient tax on the political digestion of 
any people. But the English liberal youth 
have made up their minds that if any suffrage 
is good all of if must be good, amd that all 
the women might as well come in as all the 
men. | 

The prospect is that the Franchise bill will 
pass so that the rural Jaborers in England may 
be admitted to the vote, though this price- 
less privilege may not be extended to the 
Irish or to the women of Great Britain. In 
view of this, some information given by a 
writer in the Pall Mall Gazette about the 
present condition of the agricultural laborer 
is of unusual interest. The idea widely 
prevalent in England itself that this class is 
sunk in the degradation which has marked it 
for generations, and has shown ho capacity 
whatever for improvement nor for any broad- 
ening of mental horizon, is most effectually 
contradicted by this writer. According to 
him, the modern spirit of democracy has vis- 
ibly begun to stir in the breasts of the rural 
laborers of England.

community and Nation rests, and tends to poverty, 
disorder, and crime. 

That it is the duty of Government to 
secure for every citizen the liberty to rest one day 
in seven, and to take the necessary precautions 
lest the liberty be abused to the detriment of pub- 
lic order and morals. 

Resolved, That the religious observance of the 
Lord’s Day is essential to the Christian life, and, 
while we have no wish or power to impose by law 


‘upon others our religious opinions and observ- 


ances, we consider it the duty of the Government 
to protect us in our right of undisturbed worship 
and to secure to the Sabbath that outward respect 
necessary for the péace and good order of society. 

That the American Sunday laws do not 
infringe upon personal liberty nor interfere with 
the just right of conscience, but are their best de- 
fenses. 

Resolwed, That it well becomes every American 
citizen, whether native or foreign born, and what- 
ever his religious creed, conscientiously to obey 
the Sunday laws himself and to give hearty sup- 
port to their enforcement. 

Resoived, That we earnestly protest against the 
misrepr tations of German character and pur- 
poses that have been widely disseminated, and 
have led too many of our American fellow-citizens 
to regard us as a body of Sabbath-breakers.

The regulation of commerce with foreign nations 
and between the States is one of the most impor- 
tant prerogatives of the General Government, and 
the yo tp em gape distinctly announces its pur- 
pose to sup such legislation as will fully and 
efficiently carry out the constitutional power of 
Congress over inter-State commerce. 

The principle of the public regulation of railway 


favor legislation that shall prevent unjust discrim- 
ination and excessive charges for transportation, 
and that shall secure to the peqple and the railways 
alike the fair and equa) protection of the laws. 

We favor the establishment of a National Bureau 
of Labor; the enforcement of the Kight- Hour law; * 
a wise and judicious system of general education 
by adequate appropriation from the National rev- 
enues wherever the same is needed. We believe 
that everywhere the protection of a citizen of 
American birth must be secured to citizens by 
American adoption, and we favor the settlement of 
National differences by international arbitration. 

The Republican party, having its birth ina ha- 
tred of siave labor and a desire that all men may 
be truly free and equal, is unalterably opposed to 
placing our workingmen in competition with 
form of servile labor, whether at home or abroad. 
In this spirit we denounce the importation of con- 
tract labor, whether at home or abroad as an of- 
fense against the spirit of American institutions, 
and we pledge ourselves to sustain the present law 
restricting Chinese immigration, and to provide 
such further legislation as is necessary to carry out
